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Councils reveal plan to 
become one authority 


LEADERS of St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council and 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil have revealed plans to 
form one new giant council 
before the local elections in 
2019. 

St Edmundsbury leader 
Cllr John Griffiths said on 
Tuesday it was “a logical 
step forward” for the two 
councils which already 
share services under the 
banner of West Suffolk. 

Cllr James Waters, Forest 
Heath leader, said this was 
not a merger but the crea¬ 
tion of a whole new council. 

He said: “We see the op¬ 
portunities within West Suf¬ 
folk, we know that we have 
to support our communi¬ 
ties, this is not a merger, this 
is all about creating a new 
body that makes us that lit¬ 
tle bit bigger and stronger to 
deliver. 

“I think we’ve already 
merged the staff and many 
people already see us as 
one council and this is just 
bringing that all together 
and giving more support 
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to the community. It’s that 
grass roots level stuff that I 
think we’re pretty good at.” 

Cllr Griffiths said in light 
of dramatic funding cuts 
from government, the new 
council would be financially 
resilient and would create 
“the best possible jobs, en¬ 
vironment, housing, busi¬ 
nesses and investment.” 

The plans would be vot¬ 
ed on by each full coun¬ 
cil before this September. 
The boundary commission 
would review next spring 
how wards would be divided 
and how many councillors 
would form the new council 
for the 2019 local elections. 

The boundary commis¬ 
sion would be reviewing 
both councils’ wards re¬ 
gardless of whether the sin¬ 
gle council goes ahead. 

Both leaders remained 
optimistic that a new, sin¬ 
gle council would not be a 
point of tension and would 


unite councillors and con¬ 
stituents. 

Cllr Waters said: “We don’t 
see it so much as an ‘us and 
them’. 

“There’s a mutual trust 
there, a mutual respect 
there. I think, like you look 
at any joining together, any 
business deal as such, it has 
to be done for the right rea¬ 
sons.” 

Both leaders promised 
that the plans and process 
to become a single council 
would not negatively im¬ 
pact on current projects 
being run by the separate 
councils. 

Mr Griffiths said: “It’s very 
much business as usual, our 
officers and staff are moving 
forward with all these pro¬ 
jects. This will, if anything, 
streamline those things, if 
the decision is to go ahead 
on this basis.”

GP surgery to 
be taken over 


HAVERHILL Christmas 
Makings and Clements sur¬ 
gery is being taken over fol¬ 
lowing challenges to attract 
new doctors. 

The management of the 
practice will switch to the 
Suffolk GP Federation in 
lune. 

Dr Fiona Andrews, senior 
partner at Christmas Mak¬ 
ings and Clements Practice, 
said: “In common with oth¬ 
er GP surgeries across the 
country, we have been look¬ 
ing at how we can make pos¬ 
itive changes to ensure all 
patients continue to receive 
the very best care, both now 
and in the future. 

“Difficulties replacing GPs, 
a rapid rise in the needs of 
a growing population and 
financial constraints at a 
national level have created 
a very challenging situation. 

“The support of Suffolk 
GP Federation is a great op¬ 
portunity to make improve¬ 
ments and ensure the prac¬ 
tice is on a strong footing for 
the future.” 

A practice board will be 
established with representa- 
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tives from staff and patients 
to make decisions about the 
surgery in the future, the first 
time such a board will exist 
in Suffolk. 

The decision for the takeo¬ 
ver was made with support 
from NHS England and NHS 
West Suffolk Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group. 

Patients at the Camps 
Road surgery have been is¬ 
sued a newsletter detailing 
the changes. 

Dr Paul Driscoll, medical 
director and chairman of 
Suffolk GP Federation, said: 
“The focus is very much on 
ensuring that Christmas 
Maltings and Clements re¬ 
mains a sustainable, local 
practice for the people of 
Haverhill and surrounding 
areas. 

“The current problems 
can be overcome. Other 
surgeries have done so and 
we have excellent, modern 
premises and caring, com¬ 
mitted clinicians. 


“However, it does mean 
that the way Christmas 
Maltings and Clements op¬ 
erates will have to change. 
For example, we will be in¬ 
troducing more staff, such 
as nurses, paramedics and 
pharmacists, who will speak 
to or see patients where ap¬ 
propriate.” 

Other changes will include 
changing access to appoint¬ 
ments with patients having 
to book in advance rather 
than relying on a ‘first come, 
first served’ basis as they do 
now. 

Suffolk GP Federation 
hopes that the changes at 
the practice will help with 
recruiting more staff in the 
future. 

Dr Driscoll said: “We also 
hope to make Christmas 
Maltings and Clements a 
more attractive place to 
work, helping with future 
recruitment and offering 
more support to members of 
staff.” 

The surgery is hoping to 
hold a consultation and in¬ 
formation night with pa¬ 
tients in the near future.

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A GREAT GRANNY who 
doesn’t like heights is gear¬ 
ing up for some over-the- 
top fundraising by abseiling 
down the ArcelorMittal in 
London - blindfolded. 

And it is all by accident. 

Rose Felloni, 71, thought 
she was agreeing to go 
down the helter skelter at 
the London Olympic Park 
and it wasn’t until she got 
an email, she realised she 
would abseiling. 

Rose said: “I thought I 
was doing the helter skelter 
thing, I thought ‘oh I could 
do that’ but then when they 
emailed they said thank you 
for the abseil. 

“I’m a bit claustrophobic 
and don’t like heights.” 

Rose said: “I didn’t read 
the form. I know they were 
doing it [helter skelter]. I 
think that was last year, I 
was a year too late.” 

She added: “Eve got a 
blindfold. I can’t look down. 
It’s going to be a challenge. I 
ask myself ‘why do I do it?’,

probably because I’m de¬ 
mented.” 

Rose is raising cash for the 
Prader-Willi Syndrome As¬ 
sociation after her daughter, 
Deena, died in 2005. 

The condition is a genetic 
condition which prevents 
the brain from registering 
when a person is full and 
leads to a feeling of per¬ 
petual hunger. This month 


marks 12 years since Deena 
died at just 35, weighing 38 
stone. 

Rose has already raised 
£49,000 in the last 12 years 
and she is hoping the ab¬ 
seil will push her over the 
£50,000 mark. 

Her main aim is to raise 
awareness of Prader-Willi 
Syndrome and to fundraise 
for research into the rare 
condition affecting no more 
than one in 15,000 children. 

She said: “I get lots of sup¬ 
port from people and get 
messages but it’s not about 
that. I want to raise aware¬ 
ness, getting money for re¬ 
search.” 

Asked whether there was 
anything she was looking 
forward to about the day, 
Rose said “just the money I 
will raise”.

PARLIAMENTARY candidates 
for the five largest parties 
have been announced for 
West Suffolk ahead of the 
general election next month. 

The race is nearly an exact 
replica of that in 2015. 

The Conservatives will 
once again put forward 
former MP Matt Hancock in 
the race for the Westminster 
seat. 

Newmarket Town 
Councillor Michael Jeffreys 
will stand for the Labour 
Party. 

He has been the party's 
candidate in the four 
previous general election 
races. 

Elfreda Teal by-Watson will 
once again represent the 
Liberal Democrats in the 
election after standing in 
2015. 

For UKIP, Julian Flood, 
who lost his place on Suffolk 
County Council last week, 
will face off against the 
opposing parties. 

Mr Flood also represented 
the party in the last 
parliamentary elections. 

New to the West Suffolk 
competition is the Green 
candidate, Donald Allwright 
from Haverhill. 
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CONSERVATIVES domi¬ 
nated the Haverhill elec¬ 
tions, taking all three avail¬ 
able seats on Suffolk County 
Council. 

Paula Fox and Quillon Fox 
took the two available seats 
in the Haverhill Cangle divi¬ 
sion and David Roach won 
the seat for the Haverhill 
East and Kedington divi¬ 
sion. 

Mary Evans, the incum¬ 
bent Conservative candi¬ 
date took the seat in Clare. 

David Roach, who is the 
current Haverhill mayor will 
now serve Haverhill on the 
town, borough and county 
councils. Mr Roach said he 
felt “really privileged and 
honoured to have won and 
proud of people who have 
put their faith in us”. 

He also praised the pre¬ 
vious UKIP county coun¬ 
cillors John Burns, Julian 
Flood and Tony Brown for 
their work. Mr Burns and 


Mr Brown did not stand for 
election. 

Mr Roach added that he 
hopes Haverhill’s three Con¬ 
servative councillors will 
be able to push the needs 
of the town more as part of 
the controlling party on the 
council. 

He said being part of the 
controlling party “has got to 
help” and added “I’m hop¬ 
ing we will be a strong voice, 
have some influence.” 

Mr Roach won the seat 


with 922 votes against La¬ 
bour’s Jason Simpkin (464) 
UKIP’s Ant Williams (366) 
and Lib Dem Oliver Forder 
(172). 

Paula Fox who received 
1,481 votes in the Haverhill 
Cangle Ward will also now 
sit on the town, borough 
and county councils. 

Quillon Fox, who is also a 
Haverhill town councillor, 
will join his wife on Suffolk 
County Council after receiv¬ 
ing 1,324 votes. Labour’s 


Maureen Byrne and David 
Smith received 1,134 and 
845 votes respectively, UKIP 
candidate Julian Flood got 
773 with Lib Dem candi¬ 
dates Lewis Curtis getting 
455 and Ken Rolph, 376. 

Mrs Fox said one of her 
main aims as a county 
councillor would be to en¬ 
sure proper mental health 
provision is available in 
Haverhill. 

Mr Fox said he was 
shocked to win but now 


wants to improve transport 
into Haverhill, especially 
through the possibility of re¬ 
opening a Haverhill railway. 

He said: “There’s defi¬ 
nitely a lot of hard work that 
starts now. 

“I’d like to try and make 
sure we get the railway into 
Cambridge sorted.” 

The Conservative Party 
won 50 seats overall for Suf¬ 
folk, Labour got nine and 
the Lib Dems got five. UKIP 
went from nine seats to zero.

Couple ordered to take 
down ‘caravan’ extension

A COUPLE from Great Alding¬ 
ton who claimed a single storey 
pitched roof extension was a cara¬ 
van have been told by magistrates 
they must take it down. 

Jonathan and Feliciana Tilley, 
of North Road, pleaded guilty at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court late 
last month to failing to comply 
with an enforcement notice served 
by South Cambridgeshire District 
Council, after building the single 
storey building and linking it to 
their home without planning per¬ 
mission. 

Mr Tilley said in court that the 
extension was not in accordance 
with the Caravan Act and was 
deemed a building, although he 
had tried to build a caravan. 

The couple had removed the 
front of the site but there was still 
an issue outstanding to be resolved 
before he removed the materials. 

In court, Mr and Mrs Tilley were 
each fined £1,500, ordered to pay a 
victim surcharge of £100 each and 
legal costs of £500 each. 

The total bill for the couple was 
£4,200.

Council lawyers told the cou¬ 
ple in court a further prosecution 
could result if they fail to fully 
comply with the enforcement no¬ 
tice to remove the building from 
the site within 28 days. 


Council bosses have said that the 
case is a good example of the cost 
to residents or businesses, both in 
time and money, of pressing ahead 
with plans without first talking to 
planners about what is proposed. 

Cllr Robert Turner, South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for planning, said: 
“We always try to work with any¬ 


one looking to develop their home 
or business and even offer some 
free advice to get them on the right 
track. 

“The last thing we want is for 
people to plough on with plans 
and end up paying the conse¬ 
quences further down the line. 

“In Mr and Mrs Tilley’s case, we 
had little choice but to take it to 
court as the owner had put up a 
major extension without planning 
permission, and refused to put it 
right when we served them with an 
enforcement notice. 

“The approach Mr and Mrs Tilley 
took has cost them thousands of 
pounds and a huge amount of 
heartache, which could have been 
avoided.” 

South Cambridgeshire District 
Council is urging people to con¬ 
sider using their pre-application 
service which can make sure that 
all planning requirements are con¬ 
sidered at the earliest stage. 

The cost of pre-application ad¬ 
vice starts from as little as £175 - 
which could save thousands in the 
long run.

School works 
to highlight 
mental health 

COUPALS Primary Academy in 
Haverhill is pledging to do more to 
raise awareness of anxiety and mental 
health issues. 

The school has been holding 
workshops with parents to make them 
aware of the issues. 

The session, run in conjunction 
with the school's nursing team and 
Wellbeing Suffolk, is the first of a 
series of initiatives from the school to 
raise awareness of mental health. 

Head teacher David Maguire said he 
was pleased with the response from 
parents and the next step would be 
educate and support staff on how to 
help. 

Mr Maguire said: "The workshop 
gave us an opportunity to talk to 
parents about why children might 
get anxious as well as discussing any 
general warning signs with them." 

Mr Maguire said the school wanted 
to be "pro-active". He said :"We also 
want to teach our children more about 
anxiety because they can then support 
each other. If primary school children 
understand more about anxiety and 
mental health, it will help them more 
as they get older. 

"While we only deal with a few 
cases of anxiety at Coupals, we are 
aware that young people are under 
more and more pressure. 

"There was a taboo around mental 
health issues. But we hope this kind of 
session and other things planned will 
help us break that for good."

Parish clerk Kathryn Wiseman 
said the council had hoped repairs 
to the ramp would hold out until 
a replacement could be agreed 
but its deterioration had been so 
rapid, it needed to be demolished 
ahead of schedule. 

She said: “Apart from youth 
clubs, we don’t have many places 
for young people. It is a popular 
hangout, but we would say ‘don’t 
panic’ and ‘have you got any ideas 
and designs?’. 

She said the council had hoped 
to keep the skate ramp for the 
summer but the risk was now too 
great, adding: “We didn’t want a 


gap between the old and new one 
but we’ve not been that fortunate.” 

The ramp has been closed off by 
scaffolding since Tuesday. 

A letter detailing the decision 


and calling for young people to 
come up with design ideas was 
issued to all the schools in the vil¬ 
lage. 

A meeting on replacing the skate 


ramp was be held at the recreation 
ground today involving the local 
youth worker and councillors.

Children’s home 
plans ‘not clear’

CONTROVERSIAL plans 
for a residential home for 
children were rejected on 
Tuesday by Haverhill Town 
Council. 

The plans are to change 
a house in Spartan Close in 
Haverhill into a care home 
for children, who cannot be 
housed with other children. 
The plans had previously 
been before the town coun¬ 
cil planning committee in 
February and were objected 
to on a number of grounds, 
including inadequate park¬ 
ing and the sheer volume of 
residents who were opposed 
to it. 

At the time residents ex¬ 
pressed shock that the plans 
were even being discussed 
given that the care provid¬ 
ers, Shalamar Children Lim¬ 
ited, had another care home 
in Essex rated as inadequate 


by Ofsted in July, 2016. 

Prior to Tuesday, Sha¬ 
lamar provided a letter in 
which they attempted to ad¬ 
dress the concerns raised by 
both the town council and 
residents. 

However, at Tuesday’s 
planning meeting, coun¬ 
cillors felt there was now a 
lack of clarity regarding how 
many children would be us¬ 
ing the care home. 

Pat Hanlon, committee 
chairman, said: “We are still 
objecting, because of the 
number of people object¬ 
ing around that area. The 
plan also has gone up to 
four children, before it was 
two children, plus a sibling. 
We are thinking that means 
more than four cars than 
they said, so we are still ob¬ 
jecting on those grounds.” 

However, Cllr Hanlon em¬ 
phasised that the objections 
were not because the town 
council does not approve 
of care homes for children 


with special needs. 

He said: “We are not 
against special needs adults 
or children using these 
kinds of houses, we’re not 
against that. Just in this area 
because of the number of 
objections.” 

Since the application first 
went before the town coun¬ 
cil, a further 31 comments 
by neighbours to the prop¬ 
erty have been sent to St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil in opposition to the plan. 

The town council reit¬ 
erated its objections and 
asked for further clarifica¬ 
tion about the number of 
children that would be using 
the home. 

A final decision will be 
made by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council.

M ANY so-called supercars 
now come with normal, 
comfort and sport modes. 

The new McLaren 720S doesn't have 
a 'normal' driving mode, the reason 
being, 'there is nothing normal about 
this car'. 

As a successor to its Super Series 
models, the supercar family at the 
heart of the brand, McLaren bosses 
insisted the new 720S had to be 
'revolutionary'. 

Not an easy thing to achieve when 
you consider how good the earlier 
models were. 

It's to the enormous credit of 
McLaren's designers and engineers 
that they have succeeded. 

Normal, has gone out of the 
window, instead we have something 
simply staggering.

almost physics-defying grip. 

Superbly balanced, it gives you the 
confidence to push harder through 
the fastest corners without having to 
wrestle for control. It's a thrill you 
never want to stop. It is uniquely 
addictive. 

For the more ambitious, there's also 
Variable Drift Control which allows 
you to dial up or down the degree 
of stability control in Sport and Track 
modes. 

Priced from £208,600, the 720S 
comes in Performance and Luxury 
trims on top of the standard model. 

The statistics are the same for all 
three, only the interior detailing is 
different - much more quality Bridge 
of Weir leather for Luxury, sportier 
touches for Performance. Optional kit 
is available in packs or individually for 
a more personal touch. 

The interior is certainly much more 
luxurious than in previous models 
- plenty of leather and Alcantara 
available, all precisely fitted alongside 
wonderfully tactile machined 
aluminium switches and buttons.

The new supermini, which has 
had sales globally of more than five 
million since its launch in 2005, is now 
available as a five-door model only, 
and the popular Swift SZ3 is priced 
from £10,999 up to £15,499 for the 
top range 1.2-litre SZ5 SHVS Allgrip 
with manual transmission and four- 
wheel-drive. 

The 111 bhp 1.0-litre three-cylinder 
Boosterjet turbo engine offers 
emissions of 104g/km and 61.4mpg 
for manual transmission model and the 
Boosterjet engine is also available with 
Suzuki's SHVS mild hybrid system with 
emissions of 97g/km which equates to 
67.5mpg. 

Standard equipment for all Swift 
models in the range sees the SZ3 
model with 1.2-litre Dualjet engine 
and manual transmission includes 
six airbags, air conditioning, leather 
steering wheel, DAB radio with 
Bluetooth and four speakers, rear 
privacy glass, LED daytime running 


lights, 15-inch wheels, body coloured 
door mirrors and front electric 
windows. 

An SZ-T model is available with 
the 1.0-litre Boosterjet engine and 
manual transmission and it adds a rear 
view camera, smartphone link display 
audio, 16-inch alloy wheels and front 
fog lamps. 

Further up the grades the SZ5 adds 
auto air conditioning, 16-inch polished 
alloy wheels, satellite navigation, 
advanced forward detection system, 
keyless entry and start and rear electric 
windows. The SZ5 is available with a 
six speed automatic transmission as an 
option. 

At 3,840mm long, the new Swift 
is 10mm shorter than the outgoing 
model, while its wheelbase is 20mm 
longer, creating more interior room 
including 25 per cent more luggage 
capacity at 265 litres. It is also 15mm 
lower and 40mm wider. 

Suzuki says the model for the UK 
and Europe has a wider front and 
rear track than the Japanese domestic 
model. 


New standard for city car 


S MALL cars don't have to be 
spartan cars. It's a philosophy 
Korean brand Kia has adopted 
and embraced more than most in 
recent years. 

And there's no better example of 
putting plans into practice than the 
new Kia Picanto model which hit UK 
streets on May 1. 

The Picanto, now into its third 
generation, is the smallest model in a 
range that continues to expand - two 
all-new Kias are due in the next nine 
months including the Stinger sports 
fastback. 

Recognising that city car buyers 
do actually want small cars, Kia set 
about ensuring the newcomer was no 
larger than the outgoing version yet 
delivered greater interior space and 
practicality. 

But the team led by design guru 
Peter Schreyer didn't stop there. 
Content in the knowledge that buyers 
demand comfort, value, style and 
the latest technology, they set about 
creating a car that sets new standards. 

The result is the new Picanto, 
following in the wheel-prints of a 
predecessor that has regularly finished 
in the top five selling city cars in 
Britain. 

Prices are competitive, starting at 
£9,450, but any lingering traces of the 
bargain basement approach that once 
defined the brand are long gone. 

Kia has high hopes for the 
newcomer, expecting four out of 
every five sales to be private rather 
than fleet and 60 per cent of those 
buyers to be women. 

From launch there are modified 
versions of the 1.0 and 1.25-litre 
petrol engines from the previous 
Picanto but with lower fuel

consumption and emissions. 

In fact the lower powered of the 
pair has the potential to return 64.2 
miles per gallon, with C02 emissions 
down at lOlg/km. 

All are now five-door models, 
badged 1,2, 3, GT-Line and GT-Line 
S and both five-speed manual and 
four-speed auto transmissions are 
available. 

Standard kit is comprehensive, 
even entry level including the likes 
of electric front windows, remote 
locking, auto headlights, tinted glass, 
tilt adjustable steering and hill start 
assist while the higher spec variants 
really rival the premium brands. 

Go for the GT-Line and 16-inch 
alloys, black and red faux leather 
seats, sports front and rear bumpers 


plus LED daytime running lights enter 
the equation while top end GT-Line 
S adds stuff like a seven-inch central 
display with sat-nav, electric sunroof, 
wireless phone charger and a rear 
parking camera. 

On the safety front the car is built 
on a new platform and contains 
double the amount of high-strength 
steel - forged at Kia's own foundry - 
making the Picanto more robust and 
also lighter. 

There's also, either as standard or 
an option, Autonomous Emergency 
Braking, plus Electronic Stability 
Control, Vehicle Stability Management 
and Torque Vectoring, which detects 
when a car is drifting off its intended 
course. 

Otherwise the Picanto's tech 


matches its smart sportier looks with, 
at top spec at least, a touchscreen 
display with sat-nav and there's also 
compatability with smartphones. 

The UK press launch on spectacular 
rural roads through Tuscany along 
with some dual carriageways featured 
models with both the available 
engines. 

The three-cylinder 1.0-litre unit 
may only produce 66bhp but it 
doesn't lack zest, is smooth and 
stable at the upper speed limit and 
is both agile and enjoyable to drive. 
The manual gearshift is light, as is the 
steering. 

In '2' trim grade, which is likely 
to prove most popular, it is priced at 
£10,750 - and that's decent value for 
a car that looks as smart and has the 
running costs of the Picanto. 

Compared to the 1.25-litre 83bhp 
variant, it is slightly swifter at 0-62 
in 11.6 as opposed to 13.8 seconds, 
but marginally less frugal with 61.4 
compared to 64.2mpg, with a £500 
price differential. 

Those wanting a more spirited 
driving experience shouldn't have 
to wait long though, as a 99bhp 
turbocharged 1.0-litre engine is due 
later this year. 

In keeping with most city cars 
there's adequate rather than 
expansive interior and boot space, 
though a pair of tall passengers aren't 
challenged for legroom. 

Sound-proofing is effective, helping 
the Picanto feel more premium, 
and there's the reassurance of Kia's 
seven year/100,000-mile transferable 
warranty. 

Prices are from £9,450 to £13,950 
or from £129 a month on contract 
hire.

Paffett’s slick in wet 


GARY Paffett began his DTM campaign impres¬ 
sively at Hockenheim, securing points finishes in 
both of the weekend’s races, including a sensational 
drive to second in Sunday’s race. 

As with all his rivals, Paffett went into the season 
opener unsure of how competitive his Mercedes- 
AMG C63 would be compared with BMW and Audi. 

But a successful qualifying session for the first 
race earned second place on the grid, gaining him¬ 
self two championship points under the new rules 
for 2017. 

Paffett, 36, maintained his position at the start 
of the first race but stmggled for pace compared to 
race leader and fellow Mercedes driver Lucas Auer, 
and he slipped to third behind Timo Glock. 

A tense battle with Glock saw Paffett drop to 
fourth at the expense of Edoardo Mortara after an 
overtaking move did not quite work out. 

And when Paffett made his pit-stop he lost a fur¬ 
ther place to Mike Rockenfeller. He was then power¬ 
less to stop two late-pitting Audis who had strong 
pace on fresher tyres, and Paffett had to settle for 
seventh. 



Race two was in cooler conditions the following 
day, with the possibility of rain. 

After qualifying seventh Paffett made a great start 
and was up to fourth by turn one. 

But an incident on the first lap resulted in a safety 
car and the first ‘IndyCar’ style restart. However, as 
the cars headed into turn one, Paffett was pushed 
on to the grass and fell to the back of the field. 

However, it started to rain and that gave Paffett 


the chance to show off his wet weather skills. 

On slick tyres, he cut through the field, and while 
other drivers came in for stops, Paffett timed his run 
perfectly. 

He made sure he got the full amount of grip the 
slicks offered and waited until there was enough 
rain to warrant wet tyres before coming in. He re¬ 
turned to the track in third on the tail of defending 
champion Marco Wittmann. 

Paffett was the fastest on track and it was not long 
before he passed Wittmann for second place. 

Leader Jamie Green was too far ahead in his Audi, 
but Paffett showed his pace and had closed the gap 
to only four seconds at the finish. 

“Race two was a rollercoaster ride,” said Paffett, 
DTM champion in 2005. “We made a perfect deci¬ 
sion on the pit-stop and switched to wets at just the 
right moment. The car was then really fast. 

“You must never give up and keep fighting to the 
end. All in all it was an incredible start to the season 
for the DTM. In both races all three manufacturers 
were on the podium and each time it was three dif¬ 
ferent drivers.” 


Late charge 
helps Sims 
hit podium 
milestone 

ALEXANDER Sims picked up 
his first podium place in the 
IMSA WeatherTech SportsCar 
Championship in the Advance 
Auto Parts Sportscar Showdown at 
Circuit of the Americas in Austin, 
Texas. 

Sims finished second in the GTLM 
class in the BMW Team RLL M6 he 
shared with American Bill Auberlen 
for the 2hr 40min race. 

The West Wratting driver took 
the first stint and there was plenty 
of drama at the first corner as an 
incident involving several GTLM 
class competitors ruled them out. 

Sims slotted into second behind 
the sister BMW of John Edwards for 
the first 14 laps and the two BMWs 
consistently ran in the top three 
throughout the race. 

However, an error in the pits 
meant Auberlen attempted to 
leave before thefuel hose had been 
removed, resulting in a pit-stop 
penalty with 90 minutes to go. 

It dropped Auberlen to fourth but 
he climbed back into second before 
handing over to Sims. 

Sims, who was making his first 
appearance at the COTA, ran 
behind the class-leading Corvette, 
which had made one fewer pitstop 
than the BMWs, for his entire stint. 

He narrowed the gap from 25sec 
to 11 before a full-course caution 
with 10 minutes remaining led to a 
sprint finish. He was unable to catch 
the Corvett but held on for second 
with Edwards and Martin 
Tomczyk third. 

“It was a great day for us at 
COTA," said Sims, 29. 

"The start of the season had been 
challenging at times, so it was good 
to get a podium and show how fast 
the M6 is." 

Next for Sims is the Nurburgring 
24 Hours on May 27 and 28 where 
he will compete with Rowe Racing. 

The WeatherTech SportsCar 
Championship resumes at the 
Sahlen's Six Hours of the Glen at 
Watkins Glen, New York, on June 2.
